Instead of 
looking out widely look in inten- 
sively.

Long and Honorable Career, Public 


and Private. 


Adlai E. Stevenson, former Vice 
President during Cleveland's admin- 
istration, j.893 to-1897, died in Chi- 
cago last Saturday. He was 78 years 
old. 
He served in Congress two 
terms, 1874 to, 78. In 1884 he was 
very instrumental in nominating Gro- 
ver Cleveland for the Presidency and 
upon his election he was appointed 
First Assistant Postmaster General. 
When Cleveland was re-elected in 
1892 he was his running mate. 
He 
was Bryan's running mate in 1900. 
He was known for his oratory and 
integrity. 


Capt. Dexter White 


After a few days' illness Capt. 


Dexter White, a well-known resident 
of this place, died at the home of his 
son-in-law, Dr. H. B. Strock, on East 
Pitt Street, at 5 o'clock "Wednesday 
morning. 
Mrs. Strock, who was in 
Philadelphia under the care of an 
eye-specialist, reached home Wednes- 
day morning, a few hours following 
his demise. 
Captain White was born in Lan- 
caster, November 3, 1844, and came 
to Bedford as fireman on the first 
train through this place on the P. K. 
R., with his brother-in-law, William 
Gi*aw, as engineer. 
He later en- 


gaged in the hotel "business. 
His 
wife, who was Miss Amanda Bitz, 
died at this place July 25, 189o. 
Deceased served in the 
122nd 
Pennsylvania Infantry — Zouaves —— 
during the Civil War, and was later 
Captain of old Company I, National 
Guards, at'this place. He is survived 
by 7 two children, Mrs. Myrtle Stroek, 
and Charles White of Akron, O. 


, The funeral will take place at the 
Strock home at 2 o'clock Friday af- 
ternoon, Revs. J. A. Eyler and H. E. 
Wieand officiating. Interment in the 
Bedford Cemetery. 
Captain White was a memher of 
.Trinity Lutheran Church for many 
years, and was also a member of the 
local Maj. William Watson Post.

Sain'uel Barefoot, a most highly re- 
spected citizen, died at his home at 
Pleasantville Sunday morning, June 
14, aged 87 years, death being due 
to the infirmities of old age. On Oc- 
tober 22, 1858, he was married to 
Miss Ann Maria Horn, daughter of 
the late Andrew and Elizabeth Horn

Five sons and two daughters sur- 
vive: John S. of Lincoln Township, 
Met^ler H., living on ttie old home- 
stead, Albert of West St. Glair, 
Blaine and'Mrs. D. S. Ling of Wind- 
ber"; and Howard and Mrs. W. A. 
Reynolds of Johnstown. 
His death 
leaves only one surviving member of 
the family of twelve children horn 
to James and May Slick Barefoot of 
West St. Clair Township, who is Job 
Barefoot of near Pleasantville. 
The funeral service was held Tues- 


day morning and was conducted by 
his pastor, Rev. A. F. Richards, as- 
sisted by Revs. D. F. Brickley and 
Arthur Garber.

In politics Mr. Barefoot was a 
Whig, casting his first vote for Zach- 
ary Taylor for President in 1848.

Evangelical 
congregation, 
Sunday School superintendent and 
class leader. 
The last few years of 
his life were spent in pleasant retire- 
menet, and his death will not only be 
mourned by relatives but by many 
friends as well.

THE MAKING AND 


FKKD1NG OF HILACiK 
Hair Made Beautiful 


Silage during the last three dec- 
ades has come into general use 
throughout the United Slates, espe- 
cially in those regions where the 
dairy industrj has reached its gieat- 
est development. 
Silage is univeis- 


ally recognized as a good and cheap 
feed for tarm stock, and particularly 
so for cattle and sheep, are the ob- 
servations made m Farmers Bulletin 
578. 


Silage is the best and cheapest 


form in which a succulent feed can 
lie provided for winter use, continues 
the bulletin. An acre of gram can 
be placed in the silo at a cost not 
exceeding that of shocking, husking, 
grinding and shredding. 
Crops can 


be put in the silo during weather 
that can not be used in making hay 
or curing fodder, which is an im- 
portant consideration in some locali- 
ties. 


A 


form given amount of corn in the 


of silage will produce more 
milk than the same amount when 
shocked and dried. 
There is less 
waste m feeding silage than in feed- 
ing fodder. 
Good silage properly fed 


is all consumed, and in addition very 
palatable. Like other succulent leeds 
it has a beneficial effect upon the 
digestive organs, and some stock cai 
be kept on a given area of land when 
it is the basis of the ration. 


On account of the smaller cost foi 


labor, silage can be used for supple 
menting pastures more economical!} 
than can soiling crops, unless only 
small amount of supplementary feec 
is required. 
Converting the corn 


crop into silage clears the land soon- 
er than if the corn crop is shocked 
and husked, and because of these ad- 
vantages silage, in the general opin- 
ion of dairy farmers, has increased 
milk production per cow and- has in- 
creased the profits per acre. 


Com 


In all parts of the United- States 


where the silo has come into general 
use the principal silage crop is corn. 
One reason for this is that ordinarily 
corn will produce more food mater- 
ial to the acre than any other crop 
which can be grown. It is more eas- 
ily harvested and put into the silo 
than any of the hay crops, such as 
clover, cowpeas or alfalfa. 


Furthermore, corn makes an excel- 
lent quality of silage. The legumes, 
such as clover and alfalfa, are liable 
to rot unless special care is taken to 
pack the silage thoroughly and force 
the air out. The only objection 
which has been raised concerning 


. corn silage is the fact that it con- 


tains^-insufficient protein 
fully 
to 
meet the requirements of animals to 
which it may be fed. The best va- 
riety of corn to plant is that which 
will mature and yield the largest 
amount of grain to the acre, since 
the grain is the most valuable part of 
the corn plant. 
The variety' com- 


monly raised in any particular local- 
ity, for grain will also be the most 
satisfactory to grow for silage. 


Cultivation and Yield 


In some sections it is a common 


' practice to plant the corn a little 
thicker when raised for silage than 
for grain. 
Weeds snould be kept 


out, or they will be cut with the corn 
and may impair the quality of the 
silage. 
The amount of silage that 


can be obtained from an acre of corn 
will vary from 4 to 20 tons or more.

since pieces this length will neither 
pack so closely in the silo nor be so 
completely consumed when fed as 
will the shorter lengths. 
On the 


other hand, the longer the pieces the 
more rapidly can the corn be run 
through the cutter. 


In case the corn has become too 


cliy or ripe before it is put into the 
silo, water should be added to supply 
the deficiency of moisture necessary 
to make the silage pack properly. 
Unless it is well packed the silage 
will 
"fire-fang* 
or 
deteriorate 


through the growth of mold. Enough 
water should be added to restore the 
moisture content of the corn to what 
it would be if cut at the proper stage. 
The water may be added by running 
directly into the silo by means of a 
hose or by running through the blow- 
er. It is claimed that by running it 
into the blower the water is more 
thoroughly mixed with the cut corn.

Over 44,OOO,000 Seals Sold in 1913 


More than 44,000,000 Red Cross 


Christmas Seals were sold last De- 
cember, netting $440,000 for anti- 
tuberculosis work in various parts of 
the United States. 


The sale in Pennsylvania, conduct- 


ed in Allegheny County by the Pitts- 
burgh Red Cross Seal Committee and 
elsewhere throughout the State by 
the Pennsylvania Society for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, amounted to 
over 3,150,000 seals and was sur- 
passed only by the sale in New York 
City and State where over 10,000,000 
seals were sold, or one for each man, 
woman and child in the State. Ohio 
came third with a sale of 2,800,000, 
Wisconsin fourth with 2,700,000 and 
Illinois fifth with 2,500,000. .Hawaii 
sold the most seals per capita, the 
total sale being somewhat over two 
for each inhabitant. ^Rhode Island 
came second with a sale of two per 
person. 


The sale in 1913 is a gain of 4,- 


000,000 seals over 1912, or 10 per 
cent., and in Pennsylvania the gain 
over the previous year is over 25 
per cent. It is hoped that this year 
the 50,000,000 mark will be reached. 
The seal design for 1914 has been 
selected, orders for the printing of 
100,000,000 seals have been placed 
and plans for a larger sale this year 
than ever before have been perfected.

Harrisburg, June 15—The State 


Highway Department is preparing to 
begin repair work at once on the 
State Highways of the 
Common- 


wealth. The decision of the Dauphin 
County Court handed down last week 
releases for this purpose the sum of 
$1,028,665, which is the accumulat- 
ed money derived from the taxation 
of automobiles and licensing of driv- 
ers during the current year. 
This 
vast amount of money has been with- 
held from the State Highway Depart- 
ment by the action ot the Auditor 
General and the State * reasurer, who 
have sought judicial interpretation 
of the Act of July 7, 1913, under 
which all such sums are^appropriated 
to the uses of the State Highway De- 
partment. 
The decision of the Dau- 


phin County Court, which was ren- 
dered in two cases, involving, re- 
spectively, $1,035 and'$1,107, a total 
of $2,142, was a voluminous docu- 
ment handed down by Judge S. J. M. 
McCarrell of the Dauphin County 
Court, with the concurrence of Judge 
C. V. Henry of the Lebanon County 
Court, who sat with him in this case. 
Unless further delay is caused by an 
appeal taken from this decision the 
"good roads" cause will receive an 
uplift in Pennsylvania. 


Now that the right of the State 


Highway Department to this sum of 
money has been judicially approved, 
interest centers in the uses to which 
this million dollar fund will be ap- 
plied. State Highway Commissioner 
Bigelow, who .naturally is gratified at 
the decision of the court, says that 
the money will be used for the pur- 
pose of putting in first class condi- 
tion all of the state highways of the 
commonwealth. - He points out that 
the State Highway Department pos- 
sesses machinery, material and a 
force pf workers necessary to begin

ALCOHOL BARRED FROM NAVY 


Alcohol.as a beverage has been 


barred out of the United States Navy., 
Following the recommendation of 
Surgeon-General Braisted, Secretary 
of the Navy Josephus Daniels has 
issued an executive order abolishing 
all alcoholic liquors from every ship 
and station of the Navy. The order 
reads, "The use or introduction, for 
drinking 
purposes, 
of 
alcoholic 


liquors on board any naval vessels, 
or within any naval yard or station, 
is strictly prohibited, and command- 
ing officers will be held directly re- 
sponsible tor the enforcement, of this 
order." 
The significance and extent 


of the change which has taken place 
in popular views regarding alcohol, 
as indicated by this sweeping order 
of the Secretary, can be appreciated 
only when one recalls the stories of 
naval experiences of past genera- 
tions, when rum, brandy and whisky 
formed a part of the regular official 
rations, when liquor of some kind 
was served, as a routine procedure, 
to officers and men before going into 
action, and when one of the chief 
characteristics of sailors, whether 
officers or seamen, was their ability 
to dispose of an amazing quantity 
of intoxicants The development of 
scientific methods and the use of in- 
struments ot precision in warfare 
have made alcohol absolutely detri- 
mental to the modern naval man. 
Sea-fights in the past were won by 
brute hardihood and physical endur- 
ance which could perhaps be stimu- 
lated, temporarily at least, by large 
doses of alcohol. 
The modern war- 


ship is a floating laboratory of deli- 
cate and accurate machines. 
The 


gun-pointer who directs a 14-inch 
rifle 
on 
the 
modern man-of-war 


needs not only personal courage, but 
also absolute steadiness of nerve, 
clearness of vision and fine muscular 
coordination. All these things mod- 
ern physiology has shown to be im- 
paired by even small amounts of al- 
cohol. 
The engineer who superin- 


tends the machinery at the heart of 
the modern battleship, the man at 
the wheel who directs its course and 
the captain or the executive officer 
on the bridge, as well as the most 
humble member of the crew, need at 
all times to be in a condition of 
maximum physical and mental effi- 
ciency. Intoxication in the naval of- 
ficer today might easily be as disas- 
trous as cowardice and treason. The 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation thinks that Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Braisted's recommendations and 
Secretary Daniels' order are simply 
in line with our growing knowedge. 
The nation needs on its battleships 
today the most capable, clear-headed, 
cool-brained and steady-handed men, 
and these men are not found among 
the habitual or occasional users of 
alcohol in any form. 
Entirely aside 


from moral or sentimental reasons, 
and considered simply as a scientific 
regulation in the interest of 
effi- 


ciency, this order will recommend it- 
self to the vast majority of the Amer- 
ican people.

A Monster Engine 


With a view to increasing the effi- 


ciency of operation of its freight j 
trains over the mountain grades be- j 
tween Pittsburgh and Altoona, the' 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
has 
just ' 


placed in cervice one of the largest 
freight locomotives ever turned out 
of its Altoona shops. 


This locomotive, known as the 


"Class L-l-s," is of the consolidation 
Mikado type. It has a tractive pow- 
er of twenty-five per cent, greater 
than the largest freight locomotive 
previously in service. 


This new locomotive and tender is 
81 feet, 3 inches long. It has four 
pairs of driving wheels, each 62 
inches in diameter, and a pair of 50- 
inch trailing truck wheels. In work- 
ing order the locomotive weighs 
about 330,000 pounds. The tender 
is equipped to carry»7,000 gallons of 
water and 25,000 pounds of coal. 
When 
loaded, 
it weighs 158,000 
pounds. 


The running gear has been light- 
ened as much as possible by the use 
of heat-tieated material for the driv- ' 


ing axles, crank pins, piston rods and 
side and main rods. To reduce the 
weight still further, and also better 
to enable the heat-treatment of the 
material to take effect, holes have 
been provided through the axles, 
crank pins, wrist pins and piston 
rods. 


This locomotive is equipped with 
a smoke tube superheater. 
The boil- 
er is designed to withstand a pres- 
sure of 205 pounds; it has 237 tubes, 
each 19 feet long by 2*4 inches in 
diameter, also 40 superheater tubes 
5^£ inches in diameter. 
The total 
fire grate area is 70 square feet, and 
the total heating surface of the tubes 
and firebox is 5,766 square feet. 


As the locomotive is equipped 
with a screw reverse gear, it was 
possible to provide an all-steel cab 
considerably shorter than the stan- 
dard size. 
This, it is believed, will 


make it even easier for the engine 
crew to observe the signals. 


Dogs and Our Mutton Supply 
In spite of increasing popularity of 
mutton and lamb and the high mar- 
ket prices for sheep there has been 
no increase in the number or size of 
flocks in the farming States, 


j 
We have only to glance at British 


agriculture 
to appreciate the fact 
that as land advances in value and 
better business methods are adopted 
the place of the sheep upon farms be- 
comes "an increasingly important one» 


The superfluous dog in village and 


on. nonsheepraising farms constitutes 
a very serious obstacle to the logical 
development of farm sheep husbandry 
in the United States. The Bureau of 
Statistics has recently received from 
its county crop of correspondents a 
very interesting and suggestive set 
of replies to questions prepared by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


One of the questions asked for an 
estimate of the extent to which the 
present numbers of sheep might be 
inci eased without displacing any oth- 
er farm stock. A great many of the 
correspondents gave 1,000 per cent, 
in answer to this question. Answers 
to this and similar questions were 
summarized for 36 States. 
In 27 
States the correspondents state that 
there might be an increase of over 
100 per cent, in the number of sheep 
kept without displacing other stock. 


When asked to name the things 
that prevent more general keeping of 
sheep 30 States give as a large ma- 
jority of their answers "dogs." Six 
States answer "fences," indicating a 
lack of working capital as a hin- 
drance to sheep raising. 
The total 


replies^ frpra, _ the,, 3 0_S_tates referred 
",to"are distributed "aslollows": Dogs, 
526; 
fences, 191; price of wool, 
122; miscellaneous, 63. , 


Competitive ' opinion seems well 
agreed that -taV'dog stands in the 
-way of an increased supply of one 
of the chief, kinds of meat. In an- 
swer to this* arraignment of the dog, 
dt is sometimes stated that owners of 
sheep killed by dogs are compensat- 
ed for their losses from the dog-tax 
fund of the municipality. It is true 
that a considerable number of coun- 
ties do compensate owners of killed 
"sheep, but the rate of compensation 
practically never exceeds the actual 
meat value of the animals killed. 
Such, redress, -while it may alleviate 
the seriousness of the sheep owner's 
immediate loss, is in no way conduc- 
ive to the stability or extension of 
sheep raising. 
, 
' Compensation for damage done by 
dogs seldom takes account-of injury 
to that pa"rt df the flock not killed. 
These are often maimed and render- 
ed so uneasy and" unthrifty 
for 


moafths that the lamb crop of the fol- 
lowing spring is seriously ^lessened. 
In addition to this uncompensated 
loss, there is the disooaragemeut of 
tire owner and th-e spread of th® idea 
among other farmers that sheep rais- 
ing is unsafe and unsatisfactory. 


The treasurer ~ of one county in 
Ohio reports that 649 sheep were 
paid for in IS 13 as having been kill- 
ed by dogs. In one Indiana County 
having 24,000 sheep, 300 were killed 
by dogs in 1912. This probably 
means that sheep, were killed by dogs 
in one-fourth or one-fifth, of the 
flocks. 
IB. t"he cotrrse of 10 yearsNttoe 
flock that has net been invaded Tiy 
dogs is the exception. 
News of such 


loss makes a much deeper impres- 
sion upon non-^heep raisers than 
does anything .they may hear in 're- 
gard to profits from a flock so fortu- 
nate as to escape the attack of dogs. 
When the -States levy taxes suffi- 
ciently high ito curtail £he number 
of unnecessary dogs and put' upon 
the dog owner .the burden of keeping 
the animal off-of other peoples farms, 
then the sheep industry Tvill havs a 
fair chance to contribute as is should 
to the nation's meat supply.
